On September 18, 1973, CG T-3, advised that there 
is a peculiar situation currenly existing in jthe Calumet 
City, and Calumet Park, Illinois, areas along with some of the 
other suburbs on the southside of Chicago. Situation concerns 
one, BIND VALENTS, who has been going into various businesses 
where pinball machines and other coin operated machines such 
as cigarette machines are located and muscling the individuals 
operating these machines out by telling them that he represents 
AL PIL0TT0, who is currently the boss of organized crime in 
the southern suburbs of Cook County, Illinois* VALENTE 
advises these individuals that it is PILQTTO'js desire that 
the accounts replace the coin operated machines currently there 
with machines handled by VALENTE. According to CG T-3 VALENTE 
merely by using PILOTTO's name and advising that he is working 
under PXLOTTO is able to have these stops take out the machines 
currently placed there and replace them with yALENTE's machines.
